100 Men Employed by Firm in 
Excavating Trench, Mak- 
ing and Laying Pipe 


First pipe in the Metropolitan 
‘Water district aqueduct line in 
this immediate district was laid 
today by the J. F. Shea Co on Fifth 
avenue, 800 feet east of Campus 
avenue, Ontario. It will be ap- 
proximately two years before the 
company places the last of the pipe 
‘under its contract at a point north 
of Foothill boulevard just above 
San Dimas. 

For several months the Shea 
company has _ been preparing & 
plant for the manufacture of pipe 
and actual manufacture of the 
pipe was started recently. The 
company’s plant is just west of 
the Upland city limits on Central 
avenue at the Pacific Electric 
right-of-way. One hundred men 
are employed. 

A legal detail concerning dig- 
ging of the trench for the pipe 
line was adjusted with the On- 
tario city councilmen last night 
.and the work of excavating the 
ditch, manufacture of the pipe and 
of laying the pipes is scheduled to 
go ahead uninterrupted for two 
years. The American Steel & 
Concrete Pipe Co. is laying dis- 
tributing mains from Fontana 
west. Other companies have con- 
tracts for placing mains in other 
districts. When completed, the 
project will connéct the Cajalco 
reservoir, near Riverside, with 
Pasadena, Glendale, Burbank and 
other cities that belong to the 
Metropolitan Water district. 

The aqueduct from the Colorado 
river will empty into the reservoir 
and water will be taken from the 
reservoir and sent through the 
local line as is needed by the mem- 
ber cities.

SINGLE TAX FLAWS 
USTED BY GRIER 


Uplander, Who Is Acting Head 
Of State Group, Urges 
Keeping Sales Tax 





Broadcasting a warning that ‘“‘at 
the general election in November 
there will be submitted to the peo- 
ple of California an initiative 
amendment to the constitution 
abolishing certain sales taxes. This 
amendment is one of the most in- 
sidious proposals that has ever 
been presented to the people of 
California,” C. E. Grier, acting 
president of the State Supervisors 
association, said in a statement to 
the California Committee Against 
the Single Tax. He declared that 
“every mother and father who is 


interested in the education of his 
{children should vote against this 





their assessed value each year 
over a five-year period, thereafter 
exempting this property from tax- 
ation and substituting therefor ad- 
ditional taxes on land values,” Mr. 
Grier stated. 

“This proposed constitutional 
amendment repeals all limitations 
now imposed by law on the polit- 
ical subdivisions of the state; re- 
peals the limitation incorporated 
in the Riley-Stewart constitutional 
amendment and takes from the 
legislature the power to ever again 
equalize the tax burden by levy- 
ing any form of a sales tax. 

“The adoption of this amend- 
ment transferring this tremendous 
tax burden to land values would 
immediately result in the relin- 
quishment of all non-productive 
land to the state, thereby pyramid- 
ing a heavier tax burden on the 
income property until in the end 
this pyramiding system of taxa- 
tion would result in the confisca- 
tion of most, if not all, of the land 
in the state of California, by the 
state, which probably is the aim 
,of the sponsors of this amend- 
ment.”

Mr. Grier of Upland, who is 
chairman of the San Bernardino 
county board of supervisors, is 
recognized in the state as one of 
the most active leaders in oppos- 
ing adoption of the single tax and 
repeal of the sales tax. 


‘“This amendment provides for 
the repeal of all sales taxes levied 
since January 1, 1933; exemption 
of $1,000 from the assessed value

For 
that matter school boards, city councils and other public of-} 
ficials are continually accused of extravagance. Sometimes 
they are extravagant—and sometimes they are not. 

In the present instance the Chaffey board of education is 
asking the expression of taxpayers of the district on a very 
important matter—and they have mailed out letters with the 
request that taxpayers reply and thus aid the board in de-| 
ciding the matter. 

It is well known throughout the district that the old Chaf. | 
fey auditorium was condemned b) the state board of archi- 
tecture about two years ago as being unsafe for occupancy. If | 
there are those who doubt the wisdom of this act the board in-| 
vites them to get in touch with any member and they will be 
glad to show the building.
